Awards Made of 1936 
Navy Building Program 


Another forward step toward a Fleet 
second to none was taken this week 
when the Navy Department made 
awards and allocations of ships under 
the 1936 building program, 

After studying the bids received on 
13 vessels of the program for more than 
a month, the Department awarded con- 
tracts to the lowest satisfactory bidder 
in all cases except one light cruiser, and 
allocated 11 ships to navy yards. All bids 
on Light Cruiser No. 49 were considered 
too high and were rejected, Readver- 
tisement of bids for this vessel is being 
made and the date of opening has been 
set for Oct. 2. 

With the projection of these vessels, 
the Navy will be up to Treaty strength 
in all classes except destroyers and sub 
marines. There will remain 51,765 tons 
of destroyers and 19,160 tons of sub 
marines still to be constructed to reach 
the Treaty limit It is planned to lay 
down 12 destroyers and six submarines 
next Summer and a similar program in 
each of the two following years, 

Except for the cruiser, the bids were 
described at the Department as satis 
factory. Indeed the awarded bids on 
the submarines and the destroyer lead 
ers were deemed “very reasonable.” 
Award of the aircraft carrier went to 
the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corp., that 
company underbidding the Newport 
News Shipbuilding Co., which has re 
ceived all of the other carrier contracts. 
While there is nothing on which a com 
parison of the successful carrier bid 
can be based due to the fact that the 
only other vessel of this type and ton 
nage—the Ranger—-was in the nature of 
an experimental ship, the fact that 
Bethlehem was able to take the award 
from Newport News weighed heavily 
with Department authorities, The new 
carrier will be of much improved design 
over the Ranger, there being considerable 
use of weight-saving but costly steel 
alloys. 

Contracts for the ships have not yet 
been signed, and a complication may 
arise here. All of the bidders rejected 
a proviso in the proposals which would 
give the Department authority to arbi 
trate labor disputes. The Department, 
in awarding contracts proposed a com 
promise clause to bring about settlement 
of such disputes, and it is hoped that 
something agreeable to both the Govern 
ment and the shipbuilders can be worked 
out and written into the contract

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Nation’s Press Calls for Investigation 


Admiral Sims’ charges that the morale of the Navy has suffered from the 
present selection system, have aroused considerable public reaction. Public opinion, 
as reflected in the daily press, seems to be divided in the matter. Some editors, 
accepting Admiral Standley’s comment that Admiral Sims is retired and doesn’t 
know anything about Navy morale, declare that the latter has always been a “radi- 
cal” and that the charges should not be taken too seriously. Others, pointing to 
his distinguished record, and the fact that many of his criticisms have brought 
about needed reforms, urge a thorough investigation of the personnel situation. Of 
those who are inclined to minimize Admiral Sims’ criticisms, many also call for an 
investigation. 





Advocating a careful restudy of the system, the New York Times says of 
Admiral Sims’ article: “Such criticism is not new. Numerous officers have mildly 
damned it from the pages of the ‘United States Naval Institute Proceedings’ the 
publication in which Admiral Sims himself had already uttered his opinion. His 
quarrel with the system, and that of most of those who have objected to it, is that 
officers may be selected for promotion, not necessarily because of their fitness or 
professional qualifications, but because of the personal equation—that is, because 
they are acquainted with various members of the examining board,.* * * ” 

Of Admiral Sims’ proposal to have all officers in the rank above candidates 
for selection send their choices to the board, the Times states: “In the higher ranks, 
where the number of officers is limited, this would seem to be practicable. But in 
the lower, where the process of selection embraces at one time perhaps hundreds 
of officers, it would be likely to prove cumbersome and undesirable. In all ranks 
the suggested change is open to the objections that it would reward personal 
popularity rather than professional merit, and that it might possibly tend to create 
cliques and schisms in the service. * * * 

Speaking of the change in law extending selection downward, the newspaper 
states that while a great improvement in that it enables officers to reach flag rank 
at a younger average age, it “is causing considerable hardship among certain Naval 
Academy classes, principally those of the immediate post-war years. Numerous 
young officers, many of them of highest professional and personal worth, are 
being forced into retirement prematurely by the provisions of the selection law. 

“There are, indeed,” continues the Times, “as Admiral Sims has explained, 
many inequalities in the existing law, and it may well be that his plan applied to 
the higher ranks would give the Navy more able flag officers. But man’s creations 
are as imperfect as man himself. The entire system should again be carefully 
studied, though the personal element is inescapable and no promotion method can 
render perfect justice to all.” 


“If our Navy's promotion system is poor,’ declares the Worcester, Mass. 7'ele- 
gram, “it is entirely probable that the systems of other navies are seldom better. 
In the very nature of military life, it is infrequently that a selection board, con- 
sisting of admirals for the most part, will be familiar with the abilities of men who 
are selected to be lieutenant commanders, commanders, captains and other ad- 
mirals. * * * 

“As to the morale of the Navy in the lower ranks and ratings—it probably is 
better today than it has been for more than a decade, * * * The ensigns and lieu- 
tenants today probably are more encouraged about their prospects in their chosen 
profession than they have been since the Washington conference of 1922, which 
scrapped so many prospective warships and consequently limited the size of the 
Navy and their opportunities for promotion.”

In a letter to Mr. William TT. Stone, 
of the Foreign Policy Association, re- 
porting on the committee’s work and 


plans, Senator Nye revealed that in ad- 
dition to the paid investigators working 
for the committee, the committee at one 
time made use of the services of 39 
workers assigned to it by the Federal 
Kmergency Relief Administration of 
New York. These all worked in the 
committee’s New York oflice. “This has 
heen splendid assistance,” the Senator 
told Mr. Stone, “and the committee ap- 
preciates the help that has thus been 
afforded by it.” 


In a review of the committee's activi- 
ties, Senator Nye wrote: 

“We have thought it a matter of economy 
to refrain from the conduct of public hear 
ings until we were prepared to stage them 
quickly and completely. For that purpose 
no hearings have been scheduled until Janu- 
ary, When we shall undertake to make quick 
work of the remaining hearings to be held. 
Immediately following these the committee 
will make its final report to the Senate, and 
its completed recommendations as well to 
the Senate. 

“After devoting a great deal of study to 
the salesmanship exercised in the sale of 
munitions of war, the committee members 
have sponsored a bill, 8S. 2098, which aims 
to accomplish a measure of control over 
the situation at least in a temporary way. 
While the bill does not by any means go to 
the head of the ill for which remedy it 
desperately needed, it does afford an ap- 
proach of merit and ought to be passed. It

“The committee has studied the economic 
conduct and control in the last war in a 
more thorough way, I believe, than any 
other body has ever done. As a result of 
its work in that field, it has drafted and 
proposed to the Senate its war-profits tax 
bill. In December of 1934 the President ex 
pressed in a public way the need for ‘taking 
profit out of war.’ To the Munitions Com 
mittee there was referred H. R. 5529, a 
House bill designed to take profit out of 
war, but a bill devoid of taxing strength 
such as are considered highly essential if 
control of war profits is really to be accom 
plished. Our committee conducted the ex 
tensive studies and hearings upon the ques 
tion and on May 1, 19385, reported to the 
Senate the House bill largely amended to 
provide for war-time taxes. The bill was 
at once referred to the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee, which conducted hear 
ings upon it and reported it to the Senate 
with its recommendations on June 14. The 
bill was then referred to the Senate Finance 
Committee. A subcommittee thereof was ap 
pointed but not until last week was a meet- 
ing of that committee held. It then became 
apparent that it was futile to hope for action 
in time to win results before adjournment 
of this Congress. It is regretable that the 


matter has been thus delayed, but the 
Munitions Committee has done its best to 
move it along. Our committee feels that 
the preparation of the war-profits legisla- 
tion was a larger duty assigned it by the 
Senate. I hope that you can find as much 
encouragement as we are finding in the 
very evident prospect that the Finance 
Committee will afford that consideration 
which will permit early report of the bill 


to the Senate when Congress reconvenes in

were introduced on June 19, 1935, and re 
ferred by the Senate to the Naval Affairs 
Committee. That committee has held no 
hearings upon the bills and has made no 
efforts to report them out. One of the re 
sults of the failure of Congress te act on 
these two bills in the present session is that 
the huge 1935 naval-construction program is 
left without adequate control in the hands 
of the Government against collusion and 
profiteering. Before the bills were intro 
duced we had been given the impression 
that they would be considered promptly. 
llowever, at this moment there is no as- 
surance given that they will ever be con 
sidered or reported, but I want to say to 
you that upon the reconvening of Congress 
in January the committee will exert its 
every effort to accomplish consideration by 
the Naval Affairs Committee and by the 
Senate. 


“You know, of course, that the Munitions 
Committee has been much interested in 
legislation covering the general principles 
of the shipment and sales of munitions to 
belligerents during a war in which = the 
United States is a neutral. These bills 
touched on the general field of foreign rela 
tions, and so their committee did not wish 
to report on them as a committee, but al- 
lowed two of its members to put them be- 
fore the Senate in a bipartisan way in order 
that they might be referred to the Foreign 
Relations Committee. These proposals are 
Senate Joint Resolutions Nos. 99, 100, and 
120. Today witnessed final passage of a 
compromise neutrality bill, which does not 
cover all the ground proposed in the afore 
said resolutions but which constitutes a real 
and genuine step in the way of progress.

Florida Ship Canal 

The Division of Applications and In- 
formation announced that the President 
has approved an allotment of $5,000,000 
to the Corps of Engineers, War Depart- 
ment, for the preliminary construction 
work on a sea level ship canal across 
Florida. The canal will extend by way 
of the St. Johns River from its mouth 
to Palatka, thence, by way of the Okla- 
waha and Withlacoochee Rivers, enter- 
ing the Gulf near Port Inglis, thus con- 
necting the Atlantic and the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

The new canal will provide a shorter 
and safer route for ocean-going vessels, 
saving from one to two and one-half 
days, and representing an annual saving 
in transportation costs estimated at 
$7,500,000. 


Clearing right of way, housing and 
excavation in Central Florida will ab- 


sorb a large portion’ of the local relief 
load and also workers from transient 
camps and adjacent states, it is stated.

Nat. Gd. and Reserves Policy 


The following instruction regarding 
the qualifications and selection of offi- 
cers of the National Guard and officers 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps to attend 
the Command and General Staff School, 
Ft. Leavenworth, Kans., have been 
issued by the War Department. 

“1. Selection of Reserve and National 
Guard oflicers to attend the three months 
course for Reserve and National Guard 
officers at the Command and General 
Staff School, Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, 
commencing March 16, 1936, will be made 
on the basis of qualification set forth 
below.

“3. Each Chief of Arm or Service will 
submit to this office, in time to be re- 
ceived here not later than December 1, 
1935, the name of one Reserve officer, 
he desires to take the course at the Com- 
mand and General Staff School. 

“4. The Chief, National Guard Bureau, 
will submit to this office, in time to be 
received here not later than January 15, 
1936, the names of those National Guard 
officers, designated in the order of 
preference, he desires to take the course 
at the Command and General Staff 
School. 

“5. Priority in making recommenda- 
tions for this purpose will be given first 
to officers of field grade who have 
creditably completed the entire Com- 
mand and General Staff School Exten- 
sion Course, and second to captains who 
have creditably completed the Command 


and General Staff School Extension 
Jourse. In no case will officers who 


have not completed the entire course be 
selected, 

“6. Officers recommended for the 
special course at the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff School will be less than forty- 
eight years of age March 1, 1936. One- 
half of the officers selected will be less 
than 40 years of age on March i, 1936. 

“7, No officer of the Organized Re- 
serves or of the National Guard, draw- 
ing a pension, disability allowance, dis- 
ability compensation or retired pay from 
the Government, may be placed on an 
active duty status. 

“8, All applicants will be informed by 
the Corps Area Commander or Chief of 
Arm or Service, of the mental, mounted,

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GHQ AF Intelligence 


Langley Field, Va.—During the pies- 
ent service test period of the GHQ Air 
Force, data are being collected upon 
which to base recommendations to the 
War Department for such changes in 
regulations as may be deemed advisable 
to provide a clearer concept of the 
organization, control and mission of the 
Air Force. 


“With respect to Intelligence Train- 
ing,” says a memorandum issued by 
Brig. Gen. Frank M. Andrews, Com- 
manding General, “such regulations as 
TR 210-5 and 440-325 will serve, for the 
present, as a general guide only, and 
unit commanders should apply the basic 
rinciples enunciated therein to such 
raining within their respective units. 


“To the end, however, that there shall 
shall be a uniformity of effort devoted 
to the formulation and submission of 
subsequent recommendations for changes 
in Air Force tables of organization, upon 
which will be based appropriate recom- 
mendations for changes in War Depart- 
ment regulations, you are advised that 
the GHQ Air Force is concerned pri- 
marily with the collection, evaluation, 
and dissemination of Air Force intelli- 
gence throughout all command echelons 
from GHQ Air Force headquarters to 
include squadron headquarters.” 

Headquarters will announce applicable 
policies governing press relations, cen- 
sorship and propaganda at a later date. 

In answer to specific questions that 
have arisen the memorandum states: 

“Wing headquarters intelligence agen- 
cies will deal primarily with combat and 
not territorial air intelligence. It is not 
contemplated that the Wing Intelligence 
Officer parallel the duties of a Corps 
Area G-2. 

“Intelligence Officers of subordinate 
units will maintain intelligence liaison 
with other branches only to the extent 
specifically authorized by this head- 
quarters, when and if occasion arises. 
daison and cooperative intelligence ac- 
tivities insofar as they pertain to other 
branches fall primarily on Corps and 
Army Observation units, not organically 
a part of the GHQ Air Force. The de- 
tails of such liaison intelligence as may 
be perfected in one with the ac- 
tivities of the anti-aircraft intelligence 
service and agencies of services other 
than the Army, will be announced when 
accomplished. 

“The air intelligence duties of Wings 
and Groups will increase, rather than 
decrease, as range and speed of aircraft 
increase. The deficiency in present 
tables of organization for not only the 
Group, but the Wing as well, will be 
given careful consideration during the 
seesneqying revision of tables of organi- 
zation.” 





West Point Football 

West Point, N. Y.—The Army football 
team completed its first week of foot- 
ball practice with only one day that was 
not marred by rain; however, Coach 
“Gar Davidson got his squad out each 
day and went through some lively for- 
ward passing drills. Davidson plans to 
use passes more this fall than ever be- 
fore and is happy te get Joe Nazzaro, 
Monk Meyer and Jim Craig used to 
throwing a wet ball. 

At present, Nazzaro looks like the 
logical successor to Jack Buckler in the 
threat position. He is a senior with a 
fine pair of legs, a good passing eye and 
a strong throwing arm. Two years ago, 
he won a letter as substitute quarter- 
back but, because of his ability in punt- 
ing and passing, Davidson shifted him 
to the halfback position last fall. After 
working on his ball carrying in spring 
practice the coaches now believe that he 
is ready to hold down a regular assign- 
ment. Nazzaro weighs 174 pounds. 

Meyer and Craig, are the two leading 
contenders with Nazzaro for this key 
position in the Army attack. Meyer, a 
third stringer last year, has gained 
seven pounds since last season but is 
still a little light for regular duty; al- 
though he now weighs 159 pounds, the 
weight at which the wirey Texan, Jack 
Buckler, played last year. Jim Craig, a 
six-foot Oklahoman of 166 pounds, had 
some experience in this position last fall 
on the Plebe squad and although green, 
has a lot of natural ability which may 
make him a serious contender before the 
séason closes. 

In commenting on his early season 
practice, “Gar” Davidson said, “I am 
going to start scrimmages about ten days 
later this year and bring the team along 
more slowly. We want them at the peak 
for the Harvard game on October 19 and 
not before then. You know we have 
never defeated Harvard at West Point 
in any of the fourteen games that have 
heen played here.”

Lieutenant Curry, who was at 
the military swimming bath, swam to the 
spot where the French soldier disap 
peared and dived repeatedly in an effort 
to save him. After three hours of cor 
stant exertion, he succeeded in bringing 
the body to the surface. 

In its letter to Colonel Lahm, th 
French Ministry of War said: 

“The courageous conduct of Lieuter 
ant Curry merits to be cited as an er 
ample, and we are pleased to join in the! 
admiration, respect and thankfulness ti} 
which the colonel and officers of the 
First Regiment of Artillery gave expres! 
sion in view of such courageous ané| 
spontaneous action on his part.”

WITH THE COMPLETION OF problem XVI by the Fleet in the North Pacific, 
and of the field maneuvers of the First Army, the question of the state of 
service communications deserves renewed examination. That the means available 
have operated satisfactorily is known. lLlowever, whether they are at the high 
point the art has reached is doubtful. The prime importance of quick intelligence 
is especially realized by the Army and the Navy. History is studded with tales 
of victory or defeat consequent upon the availability of accurate information or 
the lack of it or the receipt of misinformation. Therefore it is the duty of the 
military and naval authorities to utilize the latest developments in the art of com- 
munications, even though they may become obsolescent or even obsolete, within 
a comparatively brief period. Certainly it will be agreed there should be insistent 
exploration of every possibility which offers instant exchange of information 
regarding our own locations, movements, effect of fire, etc., etc., whether on land 
or sea, and like instant receipt of reports on the wherabouts of an enemy, the 
position of his principal strength, his formations, reserves and indicated aims 
Press dispatches disclose the keen attention which foreigt. armies and navies are 
giving to such developments as television, facsimile, ultra-short waves and others. 
Our own services are in touch with progress of this character, but mere contact 
obviously is insufficient. What is required is the most thorough cooperation 
possible with the research branches of private corporations, which are spending 
millions in constant improvement of communications. For example, in a recent 
report to the stockholders of the Radio Corporation of America, Colonel Sarnoff, 
President, with justified pride, pointed out that his engineers had made advances 
in television far beyond the limits reached abroad, The advantages of an electric 
eye that would provide sight for our Fleet and Armies, for their different units, 
including airplanes, submarines, and tanks are self-evident; and such sight sup- 
plementing the facsimile and the ear would enable our attainment of a forward 
stage of communications, which would be of the highest possible value to the 
commanders of our land and sea forces. Inquiry we made at the War and 
Navy Departments discloses that while aware of recent developments and the 
importance of their military and naval application our communication authorities 
have no present disposition to do more than to watch and, perhaps, later on 
to utilize them. It would be more in keeping with the progressive spirit which 
animates our military and naval command for these authorities not merely to 
follow but to cooperate with our patriotic private concerns in the supply of troops 
and ships in connection with the improvement, experiment and practical utilization 
of the discoveries thus far made, Such cooperation might call for some expendi- 
tures by the Government, but the resultant value would more than compensate. 
Equipped with superior communications apparatus, our commands would enjoy an 
advantage over a possible enemy which would tip the scales for victory. 


IN THE AFRICAN CRISIS the world is viewing another test of the effective- 
ness of the peace machinery which the powers have been striving to perfect since 
the World War. On the one hand there is the League of Nations covenant with its 
possibility of collective action against aggressors and on the other the Pact of 
Paris whose only weapon of enforcement is consultation and world opinion. The 
League failed miserably in Manchuria, but in the case of Ethiopia material interests 
as well as the ideal of peace bring the matters more closely to the hearts of 
the European powers. England, with an anxious eye to the peace and tranquillity 
of her colonial populaces and a home citizenry desirous of making the peace 
machinery function, has taken the bold step of advocacy of collective action. The 
United States, whose policy has been to shun commitments to participate in 
international police work, calls attention of the world to its obligations under the 
Kellogg pact. Meanwhile, [taly, just as did Japan, resents the efforts of the 
powers to interfere with her program of expansion and sees no reason why the 
division of the world’s surface should be frozen before she has attained self- 
sufficiency. The situation is one of the most critical and interesting in our times. 
Italy can not back down even in the face of collective action without some 
solution that will save her face at home. France does not want to put too great 
a strain on her carefully fostered relationship with Mussolini. England is deter- 
mined to prevent a major action in Africa. Ethiopia, with the memory of Adowa 
to fertify her martial morale, will resist Italian exploitation. Will the denoue- 
ment be victory for peace machinery, a localized subjugation, or another 1914? 


ANOTHER STEP IN the rebuilding of the American Navy was taken this 
week with the projection of the year’s building program. Awards were made to 
shipbuilders for the construction of 12 vessels, and 11 ships were allocated to 
navy yards. Work will soon be underway and with their completion, the Navy will 
be up to treaty strength with the exception of the replacement of overage destroyers 
and submarines. The rebuilding of the Navy, since Congress decided to go ahead, 
has proceeded with dispatch. With practically no construction during the pre- 
ceding decade to keep its machinery oiled and in good working order, it is 
certainly to the credit of the Navy and particularly to Construction Corps that 
it was able to take over the task and begin turning out modern vessels with so 
few delays. When the word was given to go ahead, Rear Admiral Land and his 
constructors were ready. So were the engineers. And, while there has been dispatch, 
speed and good construction has not been the only standard. Naval officials have had 
due regard for the taxpayer despite statements of some members of Congress. The 
rejection of the cruiser bids this week testifies to that concern. It is a tribute to the 
officers concerned that they handled so ably in a short time a program that should 
have been spread out over past years. An orderly replacement sciedule, strictly 
adhered to, will lighten their task in thé future.

NEW YORK CITY throughout the history of the country, dating from the Revolutionary War. 510,000 
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Among these is the only British Royal Standard that has ever heen taken. 
This was captured in Ottawa, Canada, during the War of 1812. Another flag of 
interest is that flown by Commodore Perry in the Battle of Lake Erie, which 
bears the inscription “Don’t Give Up the Ship”. Of interest in the collection is 
the sword carried by John Paul Jones, which now repoves in the crypt of the 
Naval Academy Chapel where the remains of the naval hero are interred. There 
is preserved at the Naval Academy an 18-foot flat-bottomed boat used by General 
W. T. Sherman after he had completed his march to the sea during the Civil 
War and by means of which he reported his accomplishment to the Union Fleet, 
which blockaded the southern coast line. 

Many other interesting and historical relics will be on view for the Anniversary 
Celebration and it is hoped by the Naval Academy authorities that the entire 
collection, which numbers in the neighborhood of 2,000 items, will, in the future, 
be suitably housed in a Naval Academy Museum. So placed, this collection will 
be of value as an inspiration to midshipmen under instruction at the Naval 
Academy and of interest to the thousands of visitors who visit the Naval Academy 
each year. 


Representative Maverick and the Navy.—Representative Maury Maverick of Texas, 
a member of the House Committee on Military Affairs, and a staunch opponent of 
the bill to curb communist propaganda in the Army and Navy, in the final issue of 
the Congressional Record dated September 10 voiced a demand for an investigation 
of the Navy. Such an investigation, he contends, should be made by two Senators 
and three Representatives, adding that “it might be better that they know nothing 
about the Navy,” so that they would not be influenced by the “social lobby.” 

Mr. Maverick, himself, presents “certain facts concerning the United States 
Navy.” First he reprinted an interesting survey of Communist and Communist- 
aiding organizations in the United States, which survey he says was made by the 
United States Navy. “These documents,” he says referring to the expose, “are 
distributed in certain ‘red-baiting’ organizations; which, of course, is an act of 
espionage on the part of the Navy and a secret indictment to disorder and domestic 
disturbance among citizens by the Navy, and is, of course, indirect persecution.” 
Next he reprints a review of the book by F. Russel Bichowsky charging that the 
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administrative organization of the Navy is not prepared for efficient operation. 
Charges by Rear Adm, William S. Sims, USN-Ret., that the Navy is losing morale 
were also quoted. 

In his appeal for a “dignified” investigation of the Navy, Mr. Maverick says 
the investigation should include the following points: 

“First. Peace-time espionage of Navy, including activities with organizations 
run by professional ‘patriots,’ in which the strings are pulled by higher-ups who are 


’ interested more in munitions than they are in the safety of the country. 


“Second. Interference in foreign affairs and the duties of the State Department. 

“Third. Connection of Navy or of any officer socially or otherwise with muni- 
tions makers and shipbuilding lobbies. 

“Fourth. Educational policies of Navy. Curricula of Annapolis and possibility 
of benefit of outside educated youths from higher institutions of learning such as 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Harvard (similar institutions) and State 
universities and agricultural and mechanical colleges. 

“Fifth. Discipline, particularly among officers. 

“Sixth. Number of officers on duty in Washington; 
explanation of officers’ distaste and nonwearing of uniform. 

“Seventh. Character of mechanical and fighting equipment. 

“Bighth. The ‘Navy mind.’”

Publish Naval Documents—In continuation of the project instituted at the instance 
of President Roosevelt of publishing the early historical manuscripts in the archives 
of the Navy Department, supplemented from many other sources, the Second 
Volume of the present series of Naval Documents (dealing with the naval operations 
during our quasi-war with France, from 1798-1801), is now in the hands of the 
Public Printer. 

The Second Volume will be uniform in size, type, binding, etc., with the First 
Volume, now off the press, and likewise will contain several rare illustrations. 
Among other interesting aspects of our naval history of that period, the Second 
Volume will include Commodore Truxtun’s official account of the engagement be- 
tween the Frigates Constellation and L’Insurgente, as well as other official docu- 
ments relating to that notable engagement. Among other officers and vessels 
participating in operations covered by the second volume may be mentioned the 
following: Capt. John Barry, United States; Capt. Samuel Nicholson, Constitution ; 
Capt. James Sever, Herald; Capt. Stephen Decatur, Sr., Delaware; Capt. Christo- 
pher Raymond Perry, General Greene; Capt. Alexander Murray, Montezuma ; Capt. 
Isaac Phillips, Baltimore ; Capt. Daniel McNeill, Portsmouth; Capt. Thomas Tingey, 
Ganges; Capt. Samuel Barron, Richmond; Capt. Moses Brown, Merrimack, Capt. 
William Bainbridge, Retaliation. 

A special feature of the Second Volume will be the inclusion of data concerning 
over 300 American armed merchant vessels, which participated during the year 
1798 in this naval war; such information as the names of masters and other 
officers, number of crew, tonnage, guns carried, registry ports, ete., is given when 
available, together with interesting details of encounters betwen armed merchant 
ships and French privateers. 

It is expected that the sales price of the volume will be between three dollars 
and six dollars, depending upon the number. printed, for a volume of about 600 
pages on durable paper, handsomely bound in cloth and with a copious index. The 
initial edition of the First Volume of the old Naval Documents is now on sale 
(at $3.50 per volume) by the Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing 
Office, Washington, ID. C., and may be obtained until the edition is exhausted. 
Under the law no free distribution can be made.

Fleet Marine Force Base 
(Continued from First Page) 
lished on the island and rifle ranges 
laid out for small arms practice by Navy 
and Marine Corps forces. No fortifica- 

tions will be erected. 

The Navy Department announcement 
follows: 

“The Navy Department announced to- 
day that the Island of San Clemente 
transferred from the Interior Depart- 
ment to the jurisdiction of the Navy 
Department by Executive Order on No- 
vember 7, 1934, will be made use of in 


connection with general fleet training 
and the training of the Fleet Marine 
Force. This Fleet Marine Training 


formerly held on the Island of Culebra 
can be carried out to better advantage 
in coordination with general fleet opera- 
tions. It is proposed to establish on 
San Clemente a steel dock, to survey and 
lay out roads, erect temporary barracks, 





and to make the island more habitable 
in other ways. 

“No fortifications will be erected on 
this island. 

“In addition to the above, the present 
improvised landing field will be graded 
and constructed in such a manner as 
to make it suitable for the use of land 
planes at all seasons. An emergency 
landing field has been found particularly 
desirable as an asylum during major 
fleet exercises for planes that on account 
of fog or inclement weather have lost 
contact with their carriers. In_ this 
connection, the establishment of a 
meteorological station on San Clemente 
will greatly facilitate the early fore 
casts of fog as, due to the peculiar 
climatic conditions existing on the West 
Coast and in these islands, it is possible 
to determine an oncoming fog 48 hours 
in advance by the constant observations 
of sea water temperatures in the vicinity 
of San Clemente and other members of 
this island group. It is also proposed 
to establish on San Clemente suitable 
rifle ranges for small arms practice as 
there are at present very limited facili- 
ties on the West Coast for the develop- 
ment of small arms proficiency and this 
feature alone should greatly improve the 
efficiency of the Naval and Marine 
forces in the use of small arms.”

Deny Furloughs To Reservists 

Under a ruling of the Comptroller 
General, hithertofore not made _ public, 
Reserve Officers of the Army who are 
employed by the Federal Government, 
are not entitled to a leave of absence to 
be assigned to active duty with the 
Civilian Conservation Corps. 

The decision was rendered about two 
months ago on the application of the 
Postoffice Department, which had re 
ceived a number of applications for 4 
furlough of six months from employees 
who were Reserve Officers. That De 
partment, wanted to know whether, it 
view of the provisions of the Act of 
May 12, 1917, they had to comply with 
the request. That Act provides: 

“That members of the Officers’ Re 
serve Corps who are in the employ of 
the United States Government or of the 
District of Columbia and who ar 
ordered to duty by proper authority 
shall, when relieved from duty, be re 
stored to the positions held by them 
when ordered to duty.” 

Quoting this act, the Postmaster Get 


eral asked if he had authority to dis? 


charge any employee who accepts a sit 
month tour of duty without securing the 
consent of the Department. In an ul 
published decision, A-51441, dated June 
22, 1935, Comptroller McCarl stated: 

“The members of the Reserve Corps 
may not, except in a national emergency 
declared by the Congress, be employed 
on active duty more than 15 days in any 
one calendar year without their consent.

Youth Program 


A program for the youth of the nation 
has been developed by Maj. Othel 
Baxter, Cav.-Res., that is meeting wide 
approval. The plan, involving the case 
of the facilities of the Army and the 
CCC, was outlined by Major Baxter in 
& memorandum for the Governor of New 
Jersey as follows: 

“To keep the unemployed youth of the 
stat e(and nation) busy on a construc- 
tive program—containing travel and ad- 
venture of a nature that will interest 
and benefit all adolescents. 

“The first thing to settle is the fact 
youth knows what it wants and why, 
48 never before. Adults responsible for 
adolescent guidance fail all to frequently 
to recognize that we are in a faster and 
more progressive age than when we were 
boys. 

“The daily record of boys and girls 
getting into every kind of trouble known 
to the police and hospitals is sufficient 
Teason for the immediate launching of 





4 youth program of merit. Delay is 
costly and inhuman. 
e plan described in the “Ex- 


changite”, June, 1934, is still meeting 
the approval of all youth to whom it has 

n submitted. Also such adults as 
have given it careful consideration— 
other than those with a horse and car- 
rage complex. 

Cost 

“Neglect ys. Action. Neglect is costly 
in human lives. Action of a constructive 
nature is economy of the highest caliber. 
AS an experiment in New Jersey, the 
following is offered the Legislative, 
Judiciary and Executive officials for im- 
mediate adoption. 

Unemployed boys 16 to 20 enrolled 
for a three months intensive course of 





training in the responsibilities of citizen- 
ship. Stressing respect for authority, 
courtesy, cleanliness and character build- 
ing. Also such other subjects as an 
understanding council of 3 to 5 adults 
might deem useful—in the presence of 
as many adolescents. Six months or a 
year would be more profitable for the 
state and boy. As an experiment to show 
what could be done 3 months is recom- 
mended. Physical handicaps should 
not prohibit this training for citizenship. 

“Place—A section of the Government 
Reservation at Camp Dix, N. J. would 
be ideal—because it would be far enough 
from previous environments to allow of 


full concentration on the objective in 
view, Citizenship. Near enough an 


orderly disciplined body of men whom 
youth just naturally respect. And for 
good reason. The place is not unhealthy. 
Work projects are plentiful—as else- 
where in the state. Capable training 
personnel is immediately available and 
just as anxious to go into constructive 
action as are the unfortunate adolescents 
now perplexed as to what to do, where 
to do it, and why. Supplies are also 
available at a saving in transportation 
and buying facilities. 

“Note—The experiment to come under 
the Civilian Conservation Corps. The 
young men to get the pay and allowances 
of the CCC with the additional under- 
standing of the purpose of the experi- 
ment. Only New Jersey residents en- 
rolled and the quota decided upon to be 
officered by carefully selected reserve 
officers of Army and Navy and civilians. 


“Work—Make Camp Dix a place of 
beauty and credit to New Jersey. A 
shrine to the Americans that trained 
and departed from there to the World 
War. For the adventuresome—convoys 
of working parties to nearby park de- 
velopment projects. Work and play pro- 
gram as laid down in June, 1934, Ex- 
changite. Academic interests in the 
morning. Work in the afternoon and 
constructive entertainment evenings. 
Three months would pass like three 
weeks. Mothers and _ neighborhoods 
would hardly know their boys as the 
result of this practical, adventuresome, 


training for the _ responsibilities of 
citizenship. 
“Clothes Things practical for the 


purpose. Uniforms for those that see 
fit to go in for military training. Army 
blues being a reward for merit and 
NCOs. Few men really know how to 
dress correctly and even fewer know 
how to behave like human beings. New 
Jersey can show the world. 

“Purpose would be to qualify young 
men as youth leaders in home commnni- 
ties. The neighborhood delinquents are 
hetter known in the rank and file of 
the local gangs than among the uniform 
police force. A young leader—trained 
for work and schooled in the value of 
prevention as against apprehension—can 
do more and do it better, with less ex- 
pense than the police. Plenty of capable 
youth are willing to accept responsibill- 
ties. The pity is in the failure of adults 
to recognize their delinquency and cor- 
rect them in the interest of the 1925 
youth.” 





OBITITUARTES 


Capt. BE. J. Grow, (MO), USN-Ret., 
died at his home in Lebanon, N. H., on 
September 5, 1935. Interment at Arling- 
ton. 

Captain Grow was born in Lebanon 
on October 12, 1873. He graduated from 
Dartmouth College in 1894, and from 
Dartmouth Medical School in 1897. He 
then entered upon post-graduate work 
at Cornell in preparation for his dis- 
tinguished career as a specialist in dis- 
eases of the eye, ear, nose, and throat. 
He was appointed in the Navy on June 
8, 1898. 

Captain Grow, following duty on vari- 
ous ships and stations during his earlier 
years, served successively as Instructor 
at the Naval Medical School from 1913 
to 1917; with the Naval Forces in Hu- 
rope during the World War; in command 
of the Naval Hospital, Portsmouth, 
N. H.; Inspector of Medical Department 
activities on the East Coast; and As- 





sistant to the Chief of the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery. His last duty 
prior to his retirement on May 1, 1935, 
was in command of the Naval Medical 
Supply Depot, Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Captain Grow was conspicuously suc- 
cessful as a teacher and investigator 
as well as a practitioner,—he, probably 
more than any one else, having been in- 
strumental in establishing standards of 
vision in the Navy. His service was out- 
standing not only in respect to profes- 
sional work, but equally in administra- 


tion and finance. His ability to appre- 
hend a situation in all its aspects and 
the judgment displayed in making deci- 
sions commanded the admiration and re- 
spect of all with whom he came in con- 
tact; while his personal qualities earned 
for him a regard such as is given to but 
few. 

He is survived by his widow, Anna C. 
Kimball of Lebanon, N. H., to whom he 
was married on October 30, 1912, and 
by two daughters, Mary Elizabeth Grow 
and Virginia Maxine Grow.

(From Foreign Trade-Merchant Marine News) 

“Suspended animation” is the only 
suitable description of the status of the 
American Merchant Marine as a result 
of the failure of Congress to protect our 
shipping from the effects of competition 
with the shipping of nations whose eco- 
nomic standards are very much lower 
than those of the United States. 

Four months must pass until the Jan- 
uary session of Congress, when—if the 
fates will it—we may expect some con- 
sideration for our ocean shipping, upon 
the adequacy of which depends the wel- 
fare of millions of Americans engaged in 
farming, mining, manufacturing, and 
other productive and profitable pursuits. 
Excepting emergencies of grave possibil- 
ities which might compel the Government 
to support the Merchant Marine in this 
unequal struggle, the ensuing four 
months are months of lost opportunity 
not only for shipping and maritime in- 
terests, but for every business man in 
the United States. 

The atmosphere of mutual revilement 
which characterized the closing days of 
our greatest “deliberative body” was 
barely one of the calm and judicial con- 
sideration of so involved a matter as the 
American Merchant Marine. On the other 
hand, several drafts embodying various 
proposals and alternative plans had been 
submitted since early in the year, and 
almost everyone in official life had am- 
ple time to study the questions at issue, 
or at least to have them explained sat- 
isfactory.

Relatively small changes were reported 
in holdings of discounted and purchaged 
bills and in industrial advances. An ip 
crease of $5,000,000 in holdings of United 
States Treasury notes was offset by a 
decrease of $5,000,000 in holdings of 
Treasury bills.

CCC Activities 
The enrolled strength of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps as of August 31 ex- 
ceeded the half million mark for the 
first time since the relief and reforesta- 
tion program was launched in April, 
1933, Robert Fechner, director of Emer- 
gency Conservation Work, announces. 
The Director stated that official reports 
received from the War Department dis- 
closed that the strength of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps on August 31 was 
502,000, This figure was exclusive of 
12,500 Indians working on Indian reser- 
vations under the supervision of the 
Office of Indian Affairs and 4,700 men 
enrolled in CCC-type camps in Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico, Alaska and the Virgin Is 
lands. The total enrollment in the forest 
camps, as of August 31, was 518,000, 





In making the new enrollment figures 


public, Director Fechner stated that a 
recapitulation of CCC enrollment since 
April 5, 19383, disclosed that a total of 


1,325,400 men have passed through or 
are now in the Civilian Conservation 
Corps. War Department figures indi 


eate that the average enrollee remains 
in the CCC for eight months.

“During that period 911 
new CCC camps were completed and 
occupied, The records show that men 
were enrolled over the ten weeks’ period 
at an average weekly rate of 26,252 men.
